The following narrative will, it is hoped, afford 
material for a just appreciation of the events that 
transpired in Charleston harbor to-dey, daring those 
two brief but pregnant hours. 1t is necessary to pre- 
mise, however, that in this contest everything is 80 
movel and unprecedented that we must be cautiousin 
applying the old standards of judgment to a new o 
éet of events. 

Terrific though ‘the ection of to-day was, it can 
hardly be called a battle, for the fleet only felt the 
outposts of the enemy, and, owing to the obsirac- 
tiona, it was never even able to place itself where it 
was designed to begin operations—namely, on the 
northwest face of Fort Sumter, It was, in fact, 
though not in name, yet in reality, a reconnoissance 
ip foree. Every thing was untried. Both the work 
to be done, and the tools with which it was to be 
done, were comparatively untested, We knew’ but 
imperfectly the engines we were to use against the 
enemy, and we knewfstill more imperfectly the en- 
gines the enemy. were to use against. us, It is un- 
fortunate, no doubt, that the revolution in the means 
and methods of offensive and defensive warfare now 
dawning on the world, and the urgency of the strug- 
gle in which the nation is engaged; should have 
necessitated the hazarding of a great battle, on ele- 
ments which are all but unknown.

These two isiands end each In curved points of land 
and at their nearest approach are separated by an in- 
terval of a mile, formed by the’ entrance to the harbor, 
and juston the middle of this passage and right be- 
tween the two points of land stands Fort Sumter 
builton artificial islands made in mid chante. 
Both. and Sdllivan’s Islandsare scarcely re-

There now efsues a period of not more than thirty 
minutes, which forms the climax and white heat of 
the fight ; for though from the time wheb fire was 
opened on the head of {the approaching line to the 
time when the retiring fleet passed out of the enemy’s 
range, there was an interval of two hours and a half, 
(from half-past two till five,) yet the essence of the 
fight .was shut up in those thirty tremendous 
minutes. 

The best resources of the descriptive art, I care not 
im whose hand, are feeble to. paint so. terrific and 
awful a reality. Sach a fire,or anything even approach- 
ing it, was simply never seen before. The maiied 
ships are in thé focus of a concentric fire of the five 
powerful works already indicated, from which they 
aré removed only from five to cignt hundred yards, 
and which in ali could not have mounted less than 





But what craft, pray, cowld remain under such 
urricane of fire? .

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Beyond the fact tha} helf the fleet was clsabled, 
neither those who were engaged, nor we. who, 
were spectators, had any means of ascertaininx 
‘the nature of the damage ™ oir’ C 
had susteined until the fleeyhad retired and resumed 
its old anchorage off the shoré of ‘Mortis Téland. ‘at’ 
the conclusion of the fight, however, I obtained the 
use of a steam-tug, and was thus enabied to pass 
from vessel to vessel. I spentthe entire night in this 
work, and have thus the means to report definitely of 
the amount and nature of the damage they received. 
From the nature of the circumstances, however, the 
indications can be purely of a descriptive character, 
without any claim to scientific precision. 

The Nahant received in all thirty wounds, several 
of them bad fractures of the deck and sides, below 
and above the water line. The most fatal blow, how- 
ever, was given by « heavy rifled shot, which strack 
the pilot-house, and dislodged several of the bolts, 
ose of which, driven violently inwards, wounded all 
of the three inmates of the pilot-house—the Captain, 
(Capt. Downs, Massachusetts,) the pilot, (Issac So- 
misup, New-Jersey,) and the Quartermaster, (EpwaRD 
Coss, Massachusetis.)

The pilot’s wound was a severe contusion of the neck 
+ and shoulder, and he i# doing well. The Captaia fe- 
ceived merely a slight contusion of the foot. Other 
belts were driven in, in the turret also, and the follow- — 
ing were wounded: John McAlister, seaman 
(Canada), concussion of “brain; John . Jack 
son, seaman, (Massachusetts ;) Roland « Martin, sea- 
man, (Massachusetts ;) and James Murry, seaman, 
(Massachusetts,) slightly hurt by flying bolts in the 
turret, 

The Passawe also received twenty-five or. thirty 
wounds, Thé:most é¢xtreordinary shot wastrom s | 
large 10-inch rifled projectile, which struck the top 
of the turret, scooping out a huge portion of the Iron, 
breaking all of the eleven pilates of an inch thickness 
each, and spending its force on the pilot house 
(which is placed on top of the turret), in which it 
made a crater three inches deep, and sach 
a shock on the pilot house as to start its top end 
raise it up three inches ! Had not the force of the im- 
pact been broken on the turret, there can be litile 
doubt that this shot would have gone clean through 
the pilget house. Another shot hit the turret, forcing 
the place struck inwards, and, producing a big swell 
on the interior. The same shock disabied the car- 
riage of ie ll-inch gun, while: portions of the inte- 
rior iron casing fell down, and lodging in the groove 
of the turret, stopped its revolution. 

The Nantucket, besides recéiving’ = number of 
wounds, had her turret so jarred thai the cover of the 
port could not be opened, and consequently the 
15-ineh gun could not be used 

These three are all of the Monitor type. __ 

In addition, the other Monitors each received shots 
more or less, though no} disabling them. Thus the 
Cotekill,.was hit twenty times, The worst wound 
was froma rified shot, which. broke the deck-piating 
forward, going through it; breaking a beam beneain, 
and spending its force on an iron stanchion, which 
settied half an inch. ‘ : *, 

The Ironsides was frequently struck. One of the 
shots broke off and carried away one of her port shut- 
ters, and her wooden bows were penetrated by shell, 
though they were prevented from doing the damage 
they otherwise must have doné, by Commodore 
Tunnzr’s precaution of protecting the exposed. part 
of the vessel with sandbags. 

But the poor Keokuk—she, of all others, was the 
most fearfully maltreated. This: vessel wae struck 
ninety times, and she had nineteen holes above and 
below the water-line, some of ‘a size through which 
a boy crawl.
